Here la what Vllaly Sevaslyatiov, Pliol-Cosmonaut o( lhe ubSR, 
has to say on this occasion. 


This Is the third mission to 
lhe Salyut-7 station. The cos- 
monauts are expecled to carry 
out a great number of sclenlllic 
ami applied experiments. The 
programme also ‘includes tech- 
nological and astrophysical stu- 
dies, and photographing and 
observing the Earth to meet 
Lhe requirements of various In- 
dustries. Oleg Alkov, Cand. Sc. 
(Medicine), will, wo believe, be 
able lo considerably improve 
life science sludies. The major 
subject-mailer Is lhe Influence 
of weightlessness end olher fac- 
tors of space flight on a human 
being and hls cardiovascular 
system. Oleg himself and hls 
two crewmates will servo as 
objects for his research. 

Leonid Kizlm, lhe crew com- 
mander, is a professional test

pilot on hls second flight In 
space. He was the commander 
of the Soyuz T-3 s|»cccrall 
which docked with die Sa- 
lyut-G station. Vladimir Solo- 
vyov, lhe flight engineer, is a 
newcomer to space, and had 
earlier been a back up for the 
Soviet-French mission. Oleg At- 
kov, also In space lor lhe first 
Lime, has worked for the All- 
Union Cardiology Centro In 
Moscow. 

The Salyut-7 apace station has 
been in space for almost two 
years, since April 1902. It has 
been home away Irom home for 
several expeditions. Its first 
crew — Berezovol and Lobedev 
— set an endurance record of 
211 days In outer space. This 
longest ever flight witnessed se- 
veral bright occasions; first, the 
station was visited by an inter-

national crew Including the 
French cosmonaut. Jcan-Lnup 
Chrfelicn. and second, theso "ma- 
rathon runners" of outer space 
played host lo a Soviet crew In- 
cluding Svetlana Savitskaya, the 
second woman to ba launched 
Into space, who stayed wilh 
them lor a whole week. Last 
year, the Programme was conti- 
nued by Vladimir Lyakhov and 
Alexander Alexandrov. They 
carried out a broad range of re- 
search and their assembly work 
outside the station marked a 
new Blage In flights aboard orbit- 
ing stations. During their two 
Bpace walks they expanded one 
ol the three solar panels, thus 
improving the station's power 
supply and consequently |ls ca- 
pability. 

Soma ten years ago every spa- 
ce flight was a major event for 
us. Now infrequent launches 
have been replaced by conti- 
nuous work on a planned basis 
aimed al developing ouler space 
to benefit science, technology! 
and the economy. j

RADIOPHYSICISTS 
MAKE A DISCOVERY 

A new discovery in radiophy- 
slcs has been entered into the 
USSR State Rosier of Discove- 
ries. A team of sclenlisls from 
the Institute of Radio Enginee- 
ring and Electronics of the USSR 
Academy of Sciences and Mos- 
cow University have worked out 
lit theory and confirmed by ex- 
periment a new way of ampli- 
fying the oscillations arising In 
superconductors. 

It Is common knowledge that 
regular changes of the conden- 
ser capacity in current oscilla- 
tions may be stimulated in the 
electric circuit, says one of the 
authors of Ihe work. V. Guban- 
kov, D. Sc. (Physics and Mathe- 
matics). Such a method of all* 
mutating oscillations Is called 
parametric. Up to now It was 
considered that to dD this cer- 
tain conditions bad to be main- 
tained. For example, .tbe fre- 
quency of changes of condenser 
capacity should be exactly twice 
that of the frequency of current 
oscillations. However, in Ihe 
process of studying the proper- 
ties of superconductors we ma- 
naged lo establish that in the 
case of such materials the para- 
metric amplification or oscilla- 
tions without frequency restric- 
tions la possible. 

This discovery by Moscow 
scientists Introduces radical 
changes In existing Ideas on the 
parametric Interaction of osci- 
llations. It provides a basis for 
an examination of the sphere 
of radiophysical phenomena, not 
hitherto studied, and stimulates 
(he starch for similar effects ln. 
plasma and other media.

The hund- 
reds of photographs, received 
and processed, have helped spe- 
cify tha boundaries of Intensive 
currents and frontal divisions 
of ocean waters. A wealth of 
material has been accumulated 
on energy active zones o! the 
ocean, which will help lo Im- 
prove models of shaping wea- 
ther and climate.
